Coroners’ Juries are usually more 


discriminativg and put the blame 
where it belongs, but the general 
public, seeing the usual newspaper 


heading, “Train Crashes into Motor 
Car,” starts out with the impression 
that the frain must necessarily be to 
blame, when, as a matter of fact, a 
iairer statement of the case would: 


be “Ayother Auto Gets in Path of 
Fast Train.” Quite as often, too, the 
headigg should read, “Flying Auto 


Dashes into Moving Train.” Fre- 
quently the auto strikes the train 
well behind the engine, a convincing 
ndfeation that the motorist too fre- 
juently railroad crossing 
vith the same casual notice that he 
gives the intersection of a quiet 
dountry road 

Out of $2 level crossing accidents 
that happened in Ontario during 
1922, 22 were the result of the motor- 
st not heeding the stop signal, and 
seven were the result of running into 
the lowered gates or actually passing 
under them after they were lowered 
or while they were being lowered. 
One man had no headlights and ap- 
parently did not see the gates were 
down while the remainder in other 
ways tried to cross in froft of the 
engine in order to save time, 

Tn an editorial on this question, the 
loronto Star says that: “In @ coun- 
try like this, with its magnificent dis- 
tances,. and railway systems with 
twenty thousand miles of track, the 
time may never come when all level 
crossings will be eliminated. With

Undertaking ; all the ministers to interpret and carry into effect the 
And Embalming wishes of the people in the sanje spirit of fairness and 


sincerity as has been shown towards the old Act. 

The Government has, of coyrse, had under consider- 
ation its course of action in thejevent of any of the four 
clauses carrying. Now that thedecision has been reached 
every attention will be given to} working out the various 
problems of administration whi¢h will be essential, what- 
ever form of legislation the Legiglature may finally settle. 
Apart entirely trom the question of legislation there are 
important problems of organization which will take a little 
time, for example since assuming! office the stocks of liquor 
have been depleted over $1,000,000 and immediate atten- 
tion will have to be given to the important question of 
adequate stocks. 

“A session of the Legislature will, of course, be nec- 
essary. A special session will not be called but the date of 
the reguiar session will be penises and an adjourn- 
ment made if necessary to deal with regular sessional bus- 
mess,
